W. Lawton was burled today in the 
National cemetery at Arlington. The 
services at the grave were preceded 
by those at the Church of the Cov- 
enant, in this city, where President 
H. M. Striker, of Hamilton college, 
Now York, delivered a funeral ora- 
tion that has seldom been equaled in 
hoauty of expression, nor could it 
have been in more perfect ^c:ord with 
the spirit of the solemn occasion that 
called it forth. Never in flic history 
of the capital has there 'been a more 
representative gathering of the na- 
tion's official life to pay a last tribute 
to the nation's honored dead.
